Which to evince he undertakes to lay downe the O- 
riginall foundation of all Regall Power whatſoever ,ac- 
cording tothe efficient and finall cauſes thereof, And 
having made the finall caule to be the ſafety of the 
people, rogerher with their Civill or Politicall hap- 
pincſle , he alſo makes the efficient cauſe to be, not 
God, but onely the people, and the inſtrumental cauſe 
of conveying and deriving this Regall Power to be, not 
any divine law, nor nothing elſe (amongſt Chriſtians ) 
bur the meerc humane pactions and Agreements of the 
Politique Body of the people. And then arguing by 
a rule in nature;that quicquidefficit tale eft mags tate, he 
iſſuerh out this juſt inference ( as he calleth it ) that 
though the King be /ingalis major, yet he is wniverſrs mi: 
nor, and therefore inferiour and lubjeR in Power to the 
Parliament. 

Having peruſed this diſcourſe, and finding it to be 
moſt injurious to Regall Power or Monarchie, contra- 
ry tothe true Principles of State and Divinitie, or Or- 
chodox Chriſtian Dorine: I thought | might doe my 
King and Country good lervice, to confute theſe de- 
ſperate and more then dangerous Poſitions, by decla- 
ring and proving the rrue Originall foundation,accord- 
ing tothe tinall and efficient cauſesof Regall or Monar- 
chicall Power : which (with Gods good helpe )I hope 
to do pcrſpicuoufly in the few enſuing Paragraphes.

Of the Primary Finall cauſe , as alſo of the Efficient 

cauſe of all Civill Societies or Repmbliques. 


- Becauſe whatſoever is done, is done for ſome end 
or purpoſe, without which it ſhould not have beene 
done,nor hada being: therefore it is the conſtant Do- 
, Qrine 
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6) 
Qrine of all Philoſophers, that the End is the cheif and 
Principall of all cauſes:and therefore, for methods ſake 
I will begin with it. now tofind pur the Primaric end: 
of all Civill Socicties orCommonwealthes,we,that are 
Chriſtians, muſt refle& attentively upon thoſe words 

dF of the Holy Ghoſt.. Prov. 16: 4.umverſa propter ſemex- 
ipſum operatus eft Dominus. By which we arcaſcertaind, 
that God Almighty created not only all other Crea- 
tures, bur. all mankind alſo, as for their Primaricend, 

| for himſelfe,and his owne Praiſe and Glorie. 

And as for man in particular, God created him to his 3s 
owne image and likeneſſe , endowinghim with an un- 
| derſtanding and a will, that fre might know how to ho- 

nour and love his Creator,and by ſuchlove and honour 
| might finally become happy in the fruition of his cter- 

"1 nall,unſpeakable and ineftimable Glory in Heaven:for 

meaas whereto, firſt God diftated certaine divine Pre- 

eepts and Principles unto man, and imprinted them 
with his very Creation upon his naturall- reaſon(for 
which cauſe they are called divine naturall Lawes writ- 
een inevery mans. heart, ſaith Saint Pau/Rom.2.15.) 

That every man might be equally Capable ro know: 

them,. and equally obliged ro obey them. Secondly 

God infulcd into him Faith, Hope,and Charity,and 0- 

cher ſupernatural Virtues, all rending ro this Conduce- 

ment,that man following them as his guides, might, 
through his obedience to God, artaine to his owne Sal- 
vation. Thirdly to bind man more ſtrongly'to his Sub- 
zeRion , and to make it appeare more illuſtriouſly unto 
him,that therein principally conſiſted his Welfare, as 
the very End and Center, for and to which he was cre- 
arcd, He gave him an cxpreſle divine Law, not tocare 
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(4) 
of the tree in. the. midft of Paradiſe upon paine of 
death. Fourthly, by Revclation he inſtructed: him in 
many paniculer' ſacred formes and Rives of exterior 
divine worfhip, as facrifice and others, tor though we 
reahnot any wherein boly Writ, that Adam offered 
Sacriftce , no more then wee do .of 7 ſac, yer wee 
read.there.that Can and Abell did, and that Abraham and 
hacob. did. But it cannot be imagined that Cain and Abell 
were the firſt. Inventors of this moſt, religious and di- 
vine worſhip, (noe more then that 7/aae did neglect it) 
bur that by Paternall Tradition and example they re- 
ceived irfrom Adam. . . 

All which duely confidered;it will appeare evidently, 
that the primary cnd for which all men are created,is to 
ſerve, hynous, love,obey,& worſhip God. From whence 
it followes; that this being mans higheſt and principal- 
leſt Cancern, it ought al{oto be his higheſt and princi= 
palleſt carero attend to it . But moſt certaine it is,that 
men , living divided and ſcattered over the face of the 
world without the inſtruQion and aſfiſtance one of ano- 
ther,cannor poſlibly performe this for every particular 
mans behoofe,as is requiſite. And therfore from this fi- 
nall cauſe aroſe primarily a neceflicy amongſt men to 
unite and combine themſelves into civill Societies and 
Common-wealths. This end could not be prefixed by 
men; but men were created for this end by God . And 
therfore this is the Primary, fpirituall,ſupernaturall,and 
divine finall cauſe of all Republiques,to which every 
other end muſt be but ſecondary, ſubordinate,and ſub- 
jervient. 

And from hence it followeth further, that fince on 
the one (ide no naturall agent can by it's naturall power

compaſle the attaining ofa Supernaturalettd z 'and of: 
the other ſide Civill Societies ought notto-beinftirmed 
in vaine: we multneeds conclude ghat the Primary cfh- 
cient Caufe of all Common. wealthsis only God.

Of the Secondary final Cauſe, and alſo the onely Efficient 
Cauſe of all Civill Societies and Republiques. 


Every Creature inthe World ſtrives to preſerve its 
owne kind, Wee ſce what paines and Care Beaſts and 
Birds take to reare their Younglings. Treesand Plants 
beare fruites and feeds to producerhe like when they 
are periſhed. Yea, the inanimate Creatures(according 
rotheir predominantElement and mixture )ſtrive eve- 
ry one to obtaineand enioy their Center, Andall this 
not only for their owne particular, but alſofor the har- 
monious Accommodation and preſervation of the Vani- 


verſe, the great and moſt excellent worke of nature, 


wherin ſhee doth nothing in vaine-. Bur in vaine had 
man becn,if he alſo had not been provided of neceffary 
mcanes towards the Preſervation of his kind, For 
which cauſe God ſaid it was not good for man to be a+ 
lone: and therfore gave him a Woman to be his Hel- 
per,thar fo by meanes of generation he might propa- 
gate his of ſpring to the worlds end. 

Fhis Preſervation then of mankind is the maine na« 
turall and ſecondary end of man. And to this end God 
gave him his bleſſing to increaſe and multiply , from 
whence ariſeth, that of neceſſity rhere muſt be atlcaft 
private families, But man and Woman finding (by 
woctull experience) moſt true what God ſaid to Adars 
and Eve , that Hee ſhould earc his bread inthe ſweat of

his browes, that ſhee ſhould bring forth her children in 
paine,found alſopteſently , that every private family is 
notſuthcient ' of it ſelfe ro maintainerhis worke of Pre. 
ſervation,without the helpe of one another. For firſt,to 
ſay nothing of womens deliverics in child. birth,which 
cannot:pofhibly-alwaies and every where be performed 
requiſitely by themſclves and their families, without 
the helpe of ſome other, or others : and yet even upon 
this the Preſervation of mankind holds a moſt neceſ- 
ſary and-principall dependance. I will only ſpeake of 
mans pait,who with the {ſweat of his browes, with ex- 
treameroile-and labofr muſt provide food and cloa- 
thing,ond all other neceſſary ſupports and ſuſtentations 
for his family . But to doe this, he muſt of neceſſity (I 
ſpeake not'of barbarous inhumane people) have ſome 
ccrtaine place of aboad, and in this he muſt have ſome 
peculiar right, ſume propriety of poſſeſſion, by virtue 
wherot he may reape the fruites of the earth, and main- 
taine his Cattel . And how ſhallevery private family 
be able to doe this with Securities will not every one 
ſtrive for the beſt polleſſion? will nor the ſhepheards of 
Abraham and Lot, and of Iſaac and Gerara fall to con- 
tention for water & paſtures, and ſuch like other neceſ(- 
faryelbow-roome? And in theſe uncivilland unſocia- 
ble quarrels, muſt norall private families be made like 
ro the fiſhes of the ſea, Hab.rr,iz. 14. where the ſtron- 
ger muſt devoure the weaker, | 

Secondly God endowed man in his Creation with 
an underſtanding and a will. This underſtanding is of 
that infinite capacitie , that it hath for it's Adzquate 
Obje& omne ens as it is veruwm, And man therctore is 
in perpetuall and reſtleſſe ſearch of knowledge, to = 
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0) 
fc his underſtanding by experience and learning. The 
wall alſo.hath for her adzquate ObjeR omme ens as it is 
benams And man therefore! is in perpetuall purſuire of 
Reciprocall love to perfe@ his will by friendſhip and 
"Juſtice. Over and above theſe God gave to man the 
faculrie of fpcech, to be the Reciprocall conveyance of 
learning and. friendſhip... So. as for this veric reaſon 
Ariſiotle aid excellently well, chat man is by nature 
a ſociable Creature. for ncither learning,nor friendſhip, 
norjuſtice (in which confifts eſſentially mans 'Civill or 
Politicall happineſle ) nor ſafety or {ecuritie (which is 
the only preſervative:of mans veric ——__ poſſibly 
be acquired and maintained -in the diviſion of men in 
their private families. And therefore for this verie 
end it was naturally neceſlary for men to-unire and 
allociate themſclves-into Civill Societies and Com: 

munities,that ſoe they might preſerve their Kind: / 
From the learning, Experience and Induſtrie of the 
underſtanding proceed all Arts, Tillage; ManufaQures, 
Trade and Traffique, which bring in Gaine, and that 
brings plentie. from the freindſhip and juſtice of the 
will proceed Peace and Securitie:in which ſecure peace 
and plenty conliſterh Perfe&ſal/a#popali. now fince 
this cannot be had in divided private Families, and 
without this there can be no preſervation of mankind, 
it followes, that Civill Societies or Commonwealrhes 
are naturally neceflary. Whoſe naturall-finall cauſe 
is truely and only.(in:the manner as 1 have explicated)

Now furthermore, ſeeing that a Commonwealtir is 
not the deſigne of Art and Invention of particular men, 
nor of any poſitive law of theirs, bur proceeds trom the

Of the Finall and Efficient canſe of Civill Power in a Com. 
mon wealt 


As for the finall cauſe there is lictle or no difficulrie, 
for ſeing rhat rhe finall cauſc of every thing muſt needs 
be that,which that thing neceſlarily referres unto,as to 
it's end for which iris done or hath it's being: it is ma- 
Rifeſt, that ſince Civill focictics have for their naturall 
and ſecondary fhinall cauſe Sa/vs Popul; , the power allo 
which muſt not be ad deſtr actionem, but ad adificationem, 
ro maintaine thoſe Civill Societies,can have no other 
finall cauſe, but that whereunto they dire and are di- 
reged, which is Se/us Popals. 

The materiall cauſe in whick this power originall_re- 
fides and inheres, as the forme ro make up a compleat 
Body: of a Common-wealth,is the People.. And forthe 
Obſerver ſaith verie well in this kind of cauſe ; 
power is originally inherent inthe People, moſt cer- 
taine then it is; that even at the very firſt uniting them- 
ſelves. into-a Civill Societie,there is an inharent power 
m:the Peopleto governe themſelves, and by ſuch go- 
verament to preſerve themſelves in (afetie . For this is 
rhe onely neceſſary naturall end for whick they mer 
(as I have ſhewen before) that they might be able and 
powerfull to (cure themſelves, and preſerve their kind. 
Bat this naceting would have becne invaine, and'this 

: prelcrvation 
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preſervation Wholly made' fruſtrate, | if there were not 
this Power inherent in them. | 

It in the naturall Body of manthere werenotan In- 
reriour DireQive Governing Power to guide every par- 
ticular member-in the operative-uſc of ifs funtion,and 
to contrive thoſe operations to the mutuall good of one 
another, and the-conſervarion of the whole man, that 
Body could nor poſſibly bur ſuddainly periſh. Forif 
the teeth will not chew,nor the throat ſwallow, nor the 
hands reach, nor the fcete ſtirr, nor the eyes look out, 
when nature requires her neceſſary tood,ſhe and'they & 
all muſt ſterve, So ina Politicall Body , if all members 
ſhould doe but what they liſt, and ſhould not be coms 
pelled. by ſome abſolure Power to contribute their 
ſtrengthes and endeavours to the preſervation of one a- 
nother, and the whole Communirie, -it would be bur 
Regnum wn ſe drviſum, that of neceſſity muſt fall to de- 
tolation, as the Holy Ghoſt confirmes alſoelſewhere, 
ſaying, Proverb,11.14.1bi non eft-Gabernator dif{ipabitur 
Populns. 


The maine difficulty is: who is the efficient cauſe of 


this Power. Wherein, not ts betedious to my Reader, 


but to yeild him the fſatisfaRion of his expeRation ina 
breife and Reſolute Anſwere, I preſent unro him this 
Decretorie Afertion. This Power 4s not a Humane 
but a divine Right;and God only is the Immediate effi- 

cient cauſe thereof. Thisl prove by five Arguments. 
Arg. 1. There isarule in nature(to uſe the obſervers 
owne words) 2204 dat efſt dat conſeqaentia adeſſe.But the 
eſſe of a Republique canhot have a ſimplicirer eſſe with- 
out the eſſe ofrhis power. Therefore he that is the Ef- 
fcient cauſe of the Republique, is alfo rhe Efficient 
Ba caulc

cauſcot this power. But (as I have providbefore 5s. 2.»; 
5.) Godis Ge ſolc efficient canſe of all Republiques, 
thertore hes alſo the ſole efficient cauſe of this power, 

AY. The Primarie finall cauſe of-Civill Sogtcries 
(as I have prov'd S. 1.) is divine worſhip; which man 
could nor prefix to himſelfe as his end, bur he was cre- 
ared by God for and torthat end, and only God prefixed 
that end roman. Therefore this is aGivine end which 
cannor be atcheived without a divine Power'(as 1 have 
alſoe proved inthe ſame. $. ». 4.) only God then is the 
trmediate Efficient cauſe of this Power, 

And trom thence irprocceds, that Kings, acknow. 
ledging themſelves to have received this divine Power 
Principally for this Primary.end, their Oathes at their 
Coronation. are (as the Obſerver very grutchingly 
granteth) more preciſe in the care of Canonicall Pri- 
viledges, and of Biſhops and Clergie-men, then of the 
Commonalty:and not from the reaſon which he gives. 
w7. becauſe they were penned by Poptſh Biſhops. For 
whether the Biſhops were Popith or Proteſtant, ſurely. 
they are. not tobe blamed ex hoc capire, bur moſt highly 
to be royerenced, that according to their profeſſion & 
dutic they put Kings in mind; in the firſt place, of di- 
vine Worſhip,and their owne and their peoples 'ercrnall 
falvarion dependingthercupon. And I:cannot under- 
ſtand why the Obſerver ſhould give that reaſon, but on- 
ly to ſeduce the vulgar into a baſe and profane miſcon- 
cci}ng ag Bilying of the Royall. Power of Kings, 
and. their ſacred, Oathes, For, Popiſh, ' withour: all 
doubt in his DiRionary-fignifieth ſuperſtitious atleaſt, 
if not Idolatrous. Bur, ifit be ſuperſtition for a man ro 
hc more preciſe inthe care of divine worſhip, _ 
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foules everlaſting)falvationy then of any otherhicrem-- 
porall| end or affaire (tee-$: 3.217.) invayne'rhety haves 
all Chriſtians -hithetto beloever/ihachey wereima rtvie 
Religion. Let the'Obſeriite confiderghar eenfiletes

 2ARg.5. God Almighty is ſo folcly the Legiſlator 
and-Auchor. of his owne Lawes, withourthe concur- 
rence or conſent of any other Countell, (quis enim con- 
fliarins cjus fuit aut quirprior dedit ei!

Bur before Ilay downe the truce Reſfolutionef this 
queſtion, I muſt deſire my Reader to marke with good 
heed the great difference that is berweene the power it 
ſelteofa Commonwealth, and the Authority to-admi- 
niſter that power: for the people may be the Efficient 


Cauſe of this ſecond, though not of the firſt, ' As 


for example,the Aldermen of London may elet, nomi- 
nate, and'canſtitute ſuch or fuch a man-to be rheir Lord: 
Major to adminiſter the power - that belongs to' the 
Corporation of that City : and herein» they may be 
the Efticient Caule of his Authority to adminiſter the 
power of the Ciry, but not of his power; becauſe that 
is the guift of the King by: his Charter, of which His 
Majeſty therefore is the onely efficient cauſe, and not 
the Aldermen, nor all the people of that Corporation 
whatſoever ? 11" ; 

L bave proved all along in the precedent-s. that 
the Civill power of a Commonwealth, is- not a Hu- 
mane, but Divine power, of which, not the people, but 
God onely is the Efficient Cauſe. Ir is true indeed, thar 
tis in the voluntary eleRion of the peopte to authorize 
ene,.or few, or more with the adminiſtration ofthis 
power. And aslong as this Authority is- ſtill Elective 
inthe people, they .may by conlcat of the! major _

This theh is my firk Aflertien, The Efficient Cauſe 
of Regall or Monarchicall power, is not the people;bue 
ohcly God: 'I ſpeake in this Aſſertion, not of condirtio- 
nall Princes, but only of abſolute Kings,and Monarchs. 
My firſt proofe then is. Whenthe people create a King, 
they ele his Perſon;and authorize him withthe admi - 
aiſtration of that abſolute power which is inherent in 
the whole Commonwealth te governe it ſelfe : other- 
wiſe hee is noabſolute King, of whom onely I ſpeake, 
and {o doth the Obſerver alſo . But this power: ( as! 
have proved ) is notan Humane, but a Divine Power, 
of which Gad onely is the Efficient Cauſe, Therefore 
God onely, and not the people is the Efficient Cauſe of 
Regall Power.

From hence it is evident that His Majeſty ſayed moſt 
truly and moſt learnedly, that the adminiſtration of the 
whole power of the Commonwealth being committed 
intruſt abſolutely and irrevocably to him and his heires 
for ever, it is impoſſible that a power above that truſt 
ſhould be commitred to others. 

This the Obſerver in cette plainly confeſſeth. Bur 
relapſing into his wonted Paroxiſmes of ſtrong malice 
againſt Regal Power,he labours (by his moſt falſe erro. 
neous Principal Rex eſt minor Y miverſis )and tifes himſelf 
in vaine toanſwer it. And becauſethe ſtrength of all 
his long tedious and farraginous diſcourſe depends 
wholly upon theſe two falſe grounds,v:7. that the peo- 
ple is the Efficient caule of Regal power. And thar 
Rex eſt minor Yniverſis; and I have manifeſtly confuted 
them both, I preſume I have alſo ſufficiently confuted 
all the reſt: and therefore conclude in thoſe ſacred 
words, Data eft a Domino Poteſtas Regibus, & Virtus ab 
Altiſſimo, Power is given to Kings of the Lord, and 
Soveraignty from the Higheſt.
